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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings were received on 17 December 2007. These drawings are acceptable. 

Specification 

The amendment filed 17 December 2007 has amended the disclosure to correct 
grammatical and spelling errors. Examiner's objections are withdrawn. 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed 1 7 December 2007 has amended claims 2-5 and 7. Examiner's 
objections and rejections under 35 USC 112 are withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 7, filed 17 December 2007, with respect to claim 1 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection under 35 USC 102 of claim 1 has 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art, 
as best represented by Kawabata (US 4,947,310), does not disclose a voltage linear 
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combination circuit in each of a plurality of voltage regulator circuits, nor is there any suggestion 
or motivation in the prior art to render such a modification to Kawabata.
